Ten or 
twelve artillery officers , who had previous basic training , 
were detached to the squadron for training, The squadron 
was equipped with nore than 20 planes of the British plper-WX 
K-Q8 type, and 5 planes of tho German Storch (KAP) , k»65 type. 
The number of serviceable pianos steadily decreased for lack 
of spare parts.

As the steering system of the Piper- Cub type was very sensitive 
and the engines too low-powered , six accidents occurred, in-
